Students  may  receive  a  Maryland  High  School  Diploma  by  successfully  com- 
pleting three  requirements: 

1 .  Satisfactorily  completing  four  years  of  approved  study  beyond  the  eighth 
grade. 

2.  Demonstrating  competency  in  the  areas  of  reading,  v^riting,  mathematics, 
and  citizenship  and  participating  in  specific  activities  in  arts  and  physical 
education,  v\/orld  of  work,  and  survival. 

3.  Earning  a  minimum  of  20  credits  beyond  grade  eight,  4  of  which  must  be 
earned  after  the  completion  of  grade  eleven.  The  20  credits  must  be  dis- 
tributed as  follows:

In  the  1988-89  school  year,  47  percent  of  the  2,435  new  teachers  hired  by  the 
Maryland  school  systems  had  prior  teaching  experience. 

The  greatest  demand  for  new  teachers  exists  in  the  areas  of  science,  special 
education,  mathematics,  and  trades  and  industry. 

In  1988-89,  49  percent  of  Maryland's  new  teachers  were  graduates  of  Mary- 
land colleges  and  universities. 

The  Maryland  Division  of  Instructional  Technology  has  an  extensive  library  of 
videos  and  video  series  available  for  schools.

The  Maryland  Division  of  Instructional  Technology  encourages  requests  for 
assistance  in  producing  videos. 

More  than  194,000  Maryland  residents  have  been  awarded  diplomas  since  the 
inception  of  the  GED  (General  Educational  Development)  program  in  1941. 

Since  1986,  the  percentage  of  inmates  participating  in  education  programs 
has  increased  from  28%  to  33%. 

The  State  Department  of  Education  and  Maryland's  24  local  school  systems 
are  working  on  a  comprehensive  plan  to  improve  all  public  schools.  Major 
elements  of  the  program,  which  is  being  developed  in  response  to  recom- 
mendations made  by  the  Governor's  Commission  on  School  Performance, 
are  expected  to  be  completed  by  December  1992.  These  elements  include 
new  student  assessment  in  major  academic  areas,  school  accountability  for 
student  performance,  school  performance  reports,  greater  flexibility  for 
schools  to  meet  improvement  goals,  and  a  school  accreditation  system.
